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Growing Up in Greenbelt

Formér Greenbelter-Ray S. 
Bochert, Jr sent this information 
about growing up in Greenbelt. 

I recently came across your 
Community Information Guide 
that I picked up when visiting 
Greenbelt. I was in Washington, 
D.C. for the unveiling of the Ko- 
rean War Memorial in July of 
1995. 1 dropped by Greenbelt to 
see Donald Wolfe, a long-time 
friend and classmate of Greenbelt 
High School. You see, I-am one 
of the many original families that 
moved into Greenbelt back in 
October 1937. 

My father, Ray S. Bochert, 
Sr., was a Carpenter in the wood- 
working shop at the Old Post Of- 
fice Building in Washington, 
D.C. It was a struggle to com- 
mute to work and back but he 
managed. 

When my brother, Wayne and 
I entered the elementary school, 
Mrs. Reed was principal there 
and I went directly into Mrs. 
Parker’s 4th grade class, where | 
met lots of kids who were also 
Starting out as strangers. As chil- 
dren, it didn’t take long before 
we were all visiting the homes of 
our playmates. It was a great 
time and good to be in 
Greenbelt. Everything was fresh 
and new. 

The people I remember the 
most were my closest. friends: 
Mahlon Eshbaugh, Paul Strickler, 
James Carneal, Leonard Lemire, 


Ruth Morgan, LeGrand Benefiel, 
Marilyn Maryn, Donnie Wolfe, 
Tommy Freeman, Dick Sommers, 
Carolyn Thompson, Leroy 
Bowen, Kenny Lyle, Patricia 
Brown, and a pretty little girl I 
had a crush on, Shirley Mitchell. 
Ice Skating 

In the late 1930s we ice 
skated at the lake, sat by a huge 
bonfire there, and later rode our 
sleds down A Block hill to -the

Center after the city blocked it 
off for us. We were all eyes and 
ears when the new Greenbelt 
Theater opened on Wednesday, 
September 21, 1938 showing 
Shirley Temple in “Little Miss 
Broadway.” The drugstore next 
door had a large ice cream cone 
for S-cents, sundaes and 
milkshakes for a dime and a ba- 
nana split for a quarter ... and 
they were magnificent works of 
art. Where have they all gone? 
All of the boys in my class 
had bikes, all with balloon-tires 
and we all rode them to school. 
We loved the hills down into the 
many underpasses but the 
grownups didn’t appreciate see- 
ing us coming. They tried to 
outlaw bikes on the sidewalks 


but our policeman, Buddy Attick, 
couldn't be everywhere at once, 
SO we pretty much rode where 
we wanted. 

When we graduated from el- 
ementary school at the 7th grade 
level, (there was no middle 
school) we went directly into 
freshman year high school. My 
class entered high school in the 
Fall of 1941. and were there all 
during the war years. When | 
started school in 1934, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt was president and 
he died just a few weeks before 
we graduated in 1945.° He was 
literally the only president that 
we knew. It was a big blow 
when he died. 

Mrs. Roosevelt came to our 
elementary school many times 
and asked the school assembly of 
children what they would like to 
see happen in-Greenbelt. The 
consensus was |) a swimming 
pool and 2).a large playground 
below the shopping center. I re- 
call that it didn’t take very long 
to get those and many more 
things. Life was good then. Ev- 
eryone knew everybody else. 

Since my dad was R.S.B. and 
Roy Steele Braden (Greenbelt’s 
town manager) and I all had the 
same initials, we were called 1, 2 
and 3 R.S.B.s. It’s funny, but my 
parents always had me. take 
Braden a potted plant annually on 
his birthday. He was a really nice 
man and my father and I- even

Council Helps Astronomy Club 
Get Observatory; GHI Get Grant

The Greenbelt City Council at 
vits regular meeting on February 
26 granted a request to assist the 
Greenbelt Astronomy Club in 
transporting and temporarily stor- 
ing a small observatory building 
that has been offered free to the 
club by Montgomery College 
Astronomy Club President John 
Settle assured council that the 
Club will work with local el- 
ementary and middle schools to 
. make the facility, which will be 
fully owned by the club, into an 
educational center. 

Settle said the club: already 
provides free astronomy classes 
to Greenbelt citizens and plans to 
offer “public nights” at the new 
facility. “The observatory will 
be an educational tool for appre- 
ciating the night sky and the en- 
vironment,” Settle said. 

NORC/HUD Grant 

' Council also agreed to work 
with Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) to seek a $130,000, two- 
year grant from the agency for 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) for the purpose of hiring 
a “community resource advo- 
cate.” This person would con- 
duct a needs assessment of the 
Greenbelt community in terms of 
assisted living, as recommended 
by the Assisted Living Task 
Force. |The HUD program is 


entitled Naturally Occurring Re- 

tirement Communities (NORC). 
If GHI receives a NORC/HUD 

grant, the city would house the 


-new “community resource advo- 


cate.” 
Van Purchase 
In other action, council ap- 
proved the purchase of a I-ton, 
natural-gas fueled cargo van for 
$21,692. The van will be used 
by the Public Works facilities 
maintenance crew. Council asked 
city staff to research further op- 
tions for a natural gas-fueled: or 
dual-fueled passenger van for use 
by the Recreation Department. 
This would substitute for purchase 
of a gas-powered vehicle. 
State Legislation 
At a later point in the meeting, 
council reviewed a series of issues 
before the state legislature in the 


form of Senate or House bills. . 


They agreed to express support 
for House Bill 588, which would 
create a fund to help law enforce- 
ment agencies purchase public 
safety equipment such as body ar- 
mor; House Bill 1187, which 
would create a special office to 


serve deaf and hearing-impaired - 


individuals; and House Joint 
Resolution 14, which would cre- 
ate a task force to study current 
public lighting standards and poli- 
cies, as well as light pollution in 
Maryland. 


Council agreed to express 
support for Senate Bill 79, which 
would prohibit telephone solici- 
tors from blocking caller ID, and 
Senate Bill 64, which would re- 
quire the Public Service Com- 
mission to create and maintain a 
database of telephone subscribers 
who.do not wish to receive tele- 
phone solicitations. 

Council opposed: House Bill 
69, which requires a mandatory 
minimum sentence of 60 days 
for a person convicted of vehicu- 
lar manslaughter or homicide 
while intoxicated, and House Bill 
170, which requires a.mandatory 
minimum fine of $5,000 for the 
same offense. They felt that 
both were too lenient in dealing 
with drunk driving offenses. 

Mayor pro tem Alan Turnbull 
said that both were inappropriate. 
“A $5,000 fine for killing some- 
one is Offensive,” he said.

What is the first thing you 
need when more than 500 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
School students put on a program 
in honor of African-American 
History Month? The first thing 
they need is a much larger audi- 
torium than is available at their 
school. So, on March 2, parents, 
grandparents, friends and com- 
munity filled the Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School (ERHS) 
auditorium to the rafters to see 
the children and staff perform. 

The production, “What about 
the Children?” was directed by 
Renee Anderson, artistic director 
at the school. Anderson, who in- 
troduced the acts, wore a flowing 
white African-style garment with 
a white headscarf. The audito- 
rium was decorated with red, 
black and green balloons and 
painted tapestries hung from the 





back of the stage. 

Each grade had approximately 
100 students on stage and each 
performed two or three songs, 
poems and/or dances. The show 
began with what is called the 
“Black National Anthem,” “Lift 
Every Voice and Sing,” followed 
by students from kindergartners 
to fifth graders performing. (Be- 
cause of overcrowding, the sixth 
grade from Springhill Lake El- 


ementary was moved to 
Greenbelt Middle School a few 
years ago.) 


The third grade performed a 
song in sign language, “My Life 
Is in Your Hands.” Even teach- 
ers and other staff were in the 
show. In a number called “Free- 
dom Is Coming,” they wore col- 


orful African costumes and 
danced barefoot in a circle on 


the stage with baskets on their

took a vacation together with him 
to Ohio one summer. 


The Statue 


Also about this time, the 


center’s statue was dedicated: 
‘We never could see why anyone 
would like that monstrosity so 
we decided to improve its looks. 
A few of us boys gathered paint 
and decorated it in rainbow col- 
ors. It was beautiful. However, 
city officials took a dim view of 
our. artwork and made us do 
community cleanup for five 
whole Saturdays: to pay for the 
sandblasting to remove the paint. 
The statue still remains one of 
the squarest pieces of artwork 
ever. conceived and probably the 
forerunner of Pop Art. The only 
thing good about the statue was 
the drinking fountains on either 
side during hot days in the sum- 
mer. 

During the war years, those of 
us too young to enlist joined Sgt. 
Stacey’s Maryland Minutemen, 
and we driiled in the school gym 
every Wednesday night. We 
were issued winter green uril- 
forms from captured German sol- 
diers that had the Maryland em- 
blem patch added on the left 
shoulder. We marched with 
dummy rifles and did a lot of 
close-order drill. At the end of 
high school on June 7, 1945, a 
bunch of us boys raced to the en- 
listment offices. 

I chose the U.S. Navy and left 
immediately for Camp Pearys Vir- 
ginia, just a few miles outside.of 
Williamsburg. Just after getting 
out of “Boot Camp” I was as- 


signed to a ship, the CVE Block 


Island, but before we could set 
sail, the atomic bombs were 
dropped on Japan and the war 
ended. I was.reassigned as 
Cadre at the Camp Peary base 
until discharged in late 1946. | 
went to Maryland University un- 
der the G.I. Bill, eventually 
bought a spanking new home 
with a5 1/4 per cent G.I. Home 
loan and went to work for the 
Associated Press (AP). Because 
I was commissioned in the 
ROTC in 1949 at Maryland U., I 
was activated into the U.S. Army 
when the Korean “Police Action” 
began and went straight to Ko- 
rea. I was wounded twice but 
managed to come home in one 
piece. I resumed my job at the 
AP and stayed with them until I 
retired in 1976. | 

I attended many reunions of 
the Class of 1945 but I think we 
had to wear name tags because 
we had all changed so much. It 


~ never will be the same... 


and 
shouldn’t be. Life goes on and 
we all change. -Many of the 
people that I mentioned earlier 


_ are gone now. We'll all meet 


again one sweet day. The one 
thing that impressed all of us in 
the early years in Greenbelt was 
the respect we all had for the po- 
lice, the law and our parents. 
Crime in Greenbelt during the 
years that I lived there, from 
1937 until 1952, was non-exis- 
tent. The police that I remember, 
Buddy Attick and Officer Belton 
(can’t remember his first ‘name), 
were gentlemen. Occasionally, 
one of our veterans would leave 
the American Legion a little tipsy 
and they would ask them to park 
their cars and they. would take 
them home. We took care of our 
own then. The mere threat of 
punishment from parents was 
enough to keep us roughnecks in 
line. Urban Sprawl has all but 
wiped out the uniqueness of liv- 
ing “way out in the sticks” but 
it’s nice to know that Greenbelt 
is still on the map. 

Thanks for letting me remi- 
nisce about my life there. I think 
about Greenbelt and my old 
friends often. I’m also enclosing 
my E-Mail address. Perhaps 
someone will contact me. That 
would truly be a blessing.

What is reality? “Life is a 
Dream” by Calderon de la 
Barca, a production at the 
Clarice Smith Performing Arts 
Center and University Theatre, 
University of Maryland, 
grapples with that question 
“Dream” is a work from the 
Golden Age of Spanish drama 
that examines the connection 
between reality and dreams and 
the philosophical problems that 
surround free will and deter- 
minism. 

The story revolves around 
Segismundo, locked away by 
his father, the king of Poland, 
because of a prophecy that he 
would defeat his father for the 
throne in a civil war. Given a 
chance to be free, Segismundo 
instead revolts and is impris- 
oned once again, unsure 
whether what he experienced 
was a dream or reality.

For 60 minutes, each stu- 
dent stood or sat as if frozen in 
time. One kindergarten student 
on the tour even reached out 
and touched to see if Rosa 
Parks was real or wax. An- 
other student was overheard 
Saying, as he looked at a por- 
trayal of Jackie Robinson, “I 
know that baseball player!” 

Family, friends, and the en- 
tire school population visited 
the live children’s wax mu- 
seum.

Laurel Museum 
Chronicles Education 


Visitors to the Laurel Museum 
will take a step back in time to 
experience formal education as 
students at the turn of the century 
knew it. Within the museum a 
space evoking a schoolroom from 
Laurel Elementary School #3 has 
been recreated. The school room 
is part of “A Laure! School House 
Sampler,” a new exhibition exam- 
ining the history of education and 
the methods of learning and the 
primary education curriculum of 
turn-of-the century Laurel. 

Augmenting a display of 
needlepoint exercise books and 
photographs, the exhibition also 
includes materials from the 
Rockland School for Girls, a 
school attended by the daughters 
of prosperous Laurel residents, 
which are on loan from the Sandy 
Spring Museum. There is also a 
re-creation of a late 19th century 
parlor, complete with pump organ. 

_ Educational History 

Laurel in many ways was at 
the forefront of the movement to 
. extend education beyond the very 
wealthy in Prince George’s 
County. The earliest known 
school in the community, estab- 
lished by Horace Capron and the 
owners of the Patuxent Manufac- 
turing Company in the’ 1840s, 
provided free education to the 
children of mill workers. Private 
academies attended by prosperous 
families and girls’ finishing 
schools also thrived. 3 

The state established free pub- 
‘lic education after the Civil War, 
and records show that in 1868 
Prince George’s County's largest 
public school was in Laurel. By 
the late 19th century, Laurel be- 
came the site of the county’s first 
public high school. 

The museum exhibition also 
addresses the issue of African- 
American education in the com- 
munity, with special emphasis on 
Laurel Elementary #2, the 
community’s public school for Af- 
rican-American students during 
segregation.

The Smithsonian Neighbor- 
hood Nestwatch can provide 
people with a unique scientific 
learning opportunity while gather- 


ing important scientific data on. 


the biology of migratory birds in 
urban and suburban landscapes. 
Smithsonian Observers monitor 
the reproductive success and sur- 
vival of a nesting pair of migra- 
tory or resident birds. After se- 
lecting a bird: species nesting in 
the neighborhood, a SERC scien- 
tist, with the observer’s help, will 
catch two birds, measure them, 
band them’ with a unique color 
band and then release them. Ob- 
servers receive training to enable 
them to observe the birds, find 


their nests and récord important 


scientific data. The following 
year, observers will search their 


-neighborhoods to see if the color- 


banded birds survived the long 
migration to and from their win- 
ter homes. This experience will 
be like taking a course in field 
ornithology in one’s own back- 
yard.

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Wetland Education Center 


Coming to Greenbelt Lake 


by Dorothy Sucher 

The ecology of Greenbelt 
Lake may be explained in a 
permanent wetland education 
facility, to be comstructed on 
the north shore of the lake. 
The Chesapeake Bay Trust has 
approved a grant to the City of 
Greenbelt for construction and 
planting materials, although 
plans have yet to be finalized 
or approved by the Greenbelt 
City Council. 

The idea of a wetland edu- 
cation facility emerged from a 
brainstorming session between 
Superintendent of Operations 
Bill Phelan and Community 
Planner Terry Hruby. Con- 
ceived as a conservation and 
education project, the facility 
was designed by Phelan, who 
modeled his plan after the 
original plans from the 1930s 
for a boat dock and boathouse 
that were never built. An 
eight-foot boardwalk would 
run along the shoreline for 
about 100 feet, terminating im a 
circle at one end and a dia- 
mond-shaped platform at the 
other, with a handrail on the 
water side. The top board of 
the railing would be set at a 45 
degree angle, and panels would 
be placed on it at intervals giv- 
ing environmental information. 


The ecology of the lake; the 
plant life along the shore, and 
the animal life in the lake envi- 
ronment would be explained. 
Several benches would be in- 
cluded for the use of fishermen 
and others. 

“It should be a really nice 
facility,” said Phelan. “I’m 
sure we'll get fishermen there. 
I hope we can also get them to 
read the panels and become in- 
volved with the preservation of 
the lake. Fishermen are a 
group that haven’t normally 
been pulled into Earth Day 
events, but they would be natu- 
ral participants.” 

Native Aquatic Plants 

A-range of aquatic and 
marshland plants native to the 
mid-Atlantic region are to be 
planted along the boardwalk. 


There will be aquatic 
“emergents, like pickeral 
weed, blue water iris, and 


sagitarta or duck potatoes (so 
called because ducks like their 
tuberous roots). The sagitaria 
will need to be roped off until 
they are well established, to 
keep the ducks away. Lobelia, 
swamp milkweed, and water lil- 
ies are also planned.

to Hruby, the planners are hop- 
ing to involve school children, 
who may help with the plant- 
ing. In addition, the ecology 
club at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, which has worked with 
the city on a previous .project, 
may even help draft the educa- 
tional panels. These will ex- 
plain the function of the lake 
itself and its vegetation, which 
are more than simply recre- 
ational and decorative. -The 
plants serve as filtering devices 
that clean the water which 
eventually ends up in the 
Chesapeake Bay. The plants 
also prevent soil erosion. 


Hruby stressed that the grant 


has not yet been accepted by 
the city council. Also, the 
council will be reviewing and 
perhaps revising the original 
plans. However, it is likely 
that the grant will be accepted 
soon, since the project must be 
completed by June 1, 2002. It 
is hoped that the facility can be 
formally opened in April 2002, 
on Earth Day.
